ARE USING BASEBALL LINGO 


Washington, 
June 
ll.—Expert 
clerical work has a more important 
place in the government’s war or­ 
ganization than most people real­ 
ize. We all know that war can not 
be won in the trenches aion**; that 
an effective establishment at home 
is vital to the success of the big­ 
gest job ever undertaken by any 
nation; hut the full extent to which 
the specialized clerk is needed is 
perhaps not generally understood. 
And it is in this class of work that 
women have the best opportunitv to 
be of real service to the govern­ 
ment at this time. 
In the national capital alone the 
civilian force increased from 30.000 
to nearly 80,000 during the first 
year of our participation 
in 
the 
war. 
Nine-tenths of the new em­ 
ployes are clerks of one kind or an­ 
other, and fully 
three-fourths 
of 
them are women. 
Eighteen thou­ 
sand stenographers and typists are 
at work constantly in the govern­ 
ment offices at Washington on the 
tons of correspondence and records 
made necessary by war prepara- 
ions on a scale such as the world 
las never before known. 
General clerks, that is, those with 
out a specialty, arc not difficult to 
obtain, even under present condi- 
ions, but the United States civil 
service commission, charged with 
he duty of recruiting the civil ser­ 
vice to meet wav needs, is experi­ 
encing difficulty in obtaining a suf­ 
ficient number of applications for 
many clerical positions which re­ 
quire special training or experience. 
There is an urgent call for appli­ 
cants for the positions of stenog­ 
rapher, typewriter, bookkeeper-type 
w riter, clerk-book keeper, cost ac­ 
countant, accounting and statistical 
clerk, statistician clerk qualified in 
accounting, clerk qualified in busi­ 
ness administration, index and cat 
alogue clerk, schedule clerk, pas­ 
senger rate clerk, blue print file 
clerk and assistant 
to business 
manager. All of these positions are 
open to both men and women. Rep­

by General Pershing and made pub 
lie yesterday by Secretary Baker. 
The distinguished service cross 
and distinguished service medal 
may he awarded to

American forces and also to nurses 
and other 
women 
serving 
with 
these forces. 
Tho 
service 
cross 
will he awarded only 
for

gu is lied service in action, but lim 
servile medal may be awarded “to 
anyone who distinguishes himself 
or herself by exceptionally .neiito 
rious service to the government iii 
a duty of great responsibility in 
time of war or in connection with 
operations against an armed enem> 
against the United States.” 
These tests are to be applied to

“Men who have performed in ac­ 
tion deeds of most distinguished 
personal bravery and self-sacrifice 
above and beyond all call of ilutv,

and then I would wake up again with 
a start and thank the Lord that I was 
only dreaming it all again instead of 
living through it! 
That night I got an early start be­ 
cause I knew I had to have food, and 
I decided that rather than look for 
vegetables I would take a chance and 
apply to the first Belgian peasant 
whom I came to. 
It was about 8 o’clock when I came 
to a small house. 
I had picked up a 
heavy stone aud had bound it in my 
handkerchief and I was resolved to use 
it as a weapon if it became necessary. 
After all I had gone through, I was 
resolved to win my liberty eventually 
at whatever cost. 
As it happened, I found that night 
the first real friend I had encountered 
in all my traveling. When I knocked 
timidly on the door, it was opened by 
a Belgian peasant, about fifty years of 
age. 
He asked me in Flemish what I 
wanted, but I shook my head and 
pointing to my ears and mouth inti­ 
mated that I was deaf and dumb. and 
then I opened and closed my mouth 
several times to show him that I 
wanted food. 
lie showed me inside and sat me at 
the table, 
lie apparently lived alone, 
for his ill-furnished room had but one 
chair, and the plate and knife and 
fork he put before me seemed to be all 
he had.
